Benton, Ky., June S^— Judge 
Reed overruled a motion foi a new 
trial in the case of Dr. % Champion 
sentenced to the penitentiary for one 
year for participation in the night 
rider raid in Birmingham. 

Dr. Champion's attorneys served 
notice that they will take an appeal, 

Dr. Champion, who is held without 
bail, will be removed from the Ben- 
ton jail to Paducah for safe keeping, 
as the lock-up here is not secure. 

There is no truth in the report 
sent broadcast that a mob of night 
riders was being formed to release 
Dr. Champion. Perfect order pre- 
vails in Marshall county and no 
trouble is anticipated. 

In the recent trial six of the jury 
stood for a sentence of fifteen years, 
four for a sentence ranging from 
five to ten years, while two held out 
for an acquittal until the compro 
mise, making the first conviction in 
the State for night riding. 

DECIDES TO GO TO PEN. 

It was agreed that the prisoner 
should go to the penitentiary pend- 
ing his appeal, which probably will 
not be heard before fall. 

Dr. Champion, the alleged captain 
of the Lyon county night riders, is 
45 years old and he has resided in 
on county, near Eddyville, for. 
fifteen years and has accumulated a 
fortune. He is a man^ef splendid 
physique and has & wife and four 
children. His son, Courtney, was 
indicted by the grand jury for al- 
leged participation in the same raid. 

The defense in the trial rested on 
the alibi that Dr. Champion was 
thrown from a horse and was phys- 
ically unable to attend to his prac- 
tice. However, he said he was at the 
home of Tom Duncan with a sick 
child until 2 o'clock in the morning 
on the night of the raid. The defense 
used forty witnesses to corroborate 
his story, while the Commonwealth 
introduced twenty-four witnesses, 
ten of whom swore they recognized 
Dr. Champion by his voice and gen- 
eral appearance. 

The trial was a bitter legal fight, 
and the defense, spurred on by an 
acquittal and a hung jury, made a 
strong fight for an acquittal of Dr. 
Champion. Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney John G. Lovett made a fearlc s 
fight, and much credit for the ttt 
conviction in the state for hight 
riding falls to him. Charles K. 
Wheeler, for the defense, and Attor- 
ney Lovett made masterful speeches 
to the McCracken county jury.

Several of the dogs bitten were 
killed, after Mr. Salter's dog ran off 
frpm home am/ it is supposed died. 

Mr. Denton's dog also bit doga be- 
longing to Sam Morris and Will 
Wade. Monday night Mr. Denton, 
acfcompanied by his son, Rausie Den- 
toh, went to Chicago to take the 
Pasteur treatment for hydrophobia. 
A, collection was taken up by the 
naghbors to send the negro boy also 
and he was expected to go last night. 
The people-in the vicinity are very 
much stirred up and a good many 
dogs have been killed and others are 
kept confine.!. They will be closely 
watched and every precaution taken 
tdjprevent further cases. 

jThere is a very general demand 
for the re-enactment of a dog ordi- 
nance to take the place of one re- 
pealed last year The city is afflict- 
ed with many worthless dogs and it is 
almost impossible to take effective 
measures against hydrophobia with- 
it some way to reach the dogs. 
If any cases of hydrophobia ap- 
pear in the city, a daughter of all 
unmuzzled dogs will be inaugurated 
by the police.

WHEN the Democratic national 
convention met at Chicago In 
1896 one of the delegate! 
from Nebraska was William 
Jennings Bryan, a young man of thir- 
ty-six, a private cltixen of the city of 
Lincoln. His prior political career 
comprised two terms In congress. He 
had been his party nominee for a Unit- 
ed States senatorshlp in a Republican 
legislature. 

The national Democracy had broken 
away from Grover Cleveland, whom it 
had elected president twice and who 
was then In office. The split was on 
the money question. Cleveland had 
called a special session of congress to 
repeal the silver bullion purchasing 
act. The mass of the party stood for 
the free coinage of sliver, chiefly at 
the ratio of 16 to L The Cleveland 
wing stood for the single gold stand-

ard. The mighty chasm widened at 
•onventlon. Congressman Ulchard 
P. Bland of Missouri. "Silver Dick," 
the old war horse of the free sliver 
coinage movement, was the logical and 
apparently the Inevitable candidate for 
the presidency. His nomination seem- 
ed to be a certainty until a thing hap- 
pened hitherto unprecedented in Amer- 
ican politics. 

Bryau of Nebraska, known as "the 
silver tongued orator" and "the boy 



long, were delivered by him on several 
days, while It was an ordinary thing 
for him to address twenty crowds at 
twenty different towns in twenty 
hoars. The candidate Bhowed a phy- 
sique and a voice that stood the tre- 
mendous strain with marvelous endur 
ance. As the campaign progressed and 
the fame of Bryan spread people got 
to sitting up all night and traveling 
many miles Just to hear the phenome- 
non speak. 

Bryan's first appearance in the east 
was on the 12th of August, when he 
delivered his speech of acceptance of 
the nomination. Madison Square Gar- 
den was packed with a suffocating 
mass of men and women, though It 
was one of the hottest days ever known 
In New York and a dozen persons had 
died from sunstroke during the day. 
Bryan read that speech from manu- 
script, a disappointing thing, for It de- 
tracted greatly from his eloquence. 
But the candidate was well aware that 
great Issues hlngeil npoo his utterances 
on that important occasion, and he did 
not care to trust himself to the un- 
curbed enthusiasm of the moment 

With Arthur Sewall of Maine, the 
vice presidential candidate, Bryan went 
down to defeat at the November elec- 
tion, though he had been nominated 
also by the Topullst party, with 
Thomas E. Watson of Georgia as the 
vice presidential candidate on that 
Mcket McKlnley and Hobart went 
Into office, and there were those who 
predicted thut Bryan was forever elim- 
inated from the Democracy. 

Pour years later at the Democratic 
national convention In Kansas City 
Mr. Bryan was renominated by accla- 
mation. There was absolutely no other 
candidate suggested for the nomina- 
tion. For vice president Adlal E. Ste 
venson of Bloomington, 111., who had 
been vice president during Cleveland's 
second term, was named. The war 
with Spain and our consequent acquisi- 
tion of the Philippine Islands had 
brought new issues Into politics, but 
the silver plank was reinserted Into 
the Democratic platform, Mr. Bryan 
declining to stand for the nomination 
without it. It was expressly declared

Standard bearers, thus contributing to 
Bryan's defeat in the first campaign. 
In the campaign of 1900 the Demo- 
cratic seceders simply voted the Mc- 
Klnley and Boosevelt Republican tick-

tt A second time Bryan went down 
to defeat, but gracefully and with 
good cheer. 

He was at his home In Lincoln on 
election dny, ate an early dinner, went 
upstairs at about 6 o'clock and slept 
soundly until 11. when he came down 
and discovered that he was badlv 
beaten. lie smiled to the assembled 
reporters, returned to his bed and slept 
soundly until morning. It was sain 
by those present that he evinced not 
the slightest sign of disappointment 

Mr. Bryan did not seek the nomina- 
tion In 1004. lie was quite willing for 
the disaffected wing of the Democracy 
to name the ticket Just to see if that 
element could do better than the other. 
He attended the convention in St. 
Louis as a delegate, made an amazing 
fight for a platform upon which he and 
his supporters could stand and won the 
fight by sheer force of brain and 
brawn. He arose from his bed on the 
early morning of the last day of the 
convention, though threatened with 
pneumonia, and Just as the dawn was 
breaking over the city he delivered

Never before had a great 
party nominated for president a man 
living west of the Mississippi river.

A correspondent in another column 
tells something of the conditions of 
affairs in Clarksville and Montgome- 
ry county. 

Formerly this delightful little city 
was a place to live in, a city of homes, 

ithal prosperous and energetic in 
its industries, everybody satisfied 
and everybody happy. Tobacco, 
which has given Clarksville both 
money and reputation for nearly a 
hundred years, was raised, bought 
and sold equitably and everybody 
got rich off it. 

What black spirit has hung its 
blacker pall over fair Clarksville? 
Is money, that root of all evil, the 
cause of this transformation? 

What possesses these once reputa- \ 
ble and law-loving and abiding peo- 
ple? 

The spirit of intolerance seems to 
have dominated a certain set, till 
rule or ruin has become the slogan. 
The law is disregarded, human life 
and property too frequently destroy- 
ed and life in that happy valley has 
become a burden and property valu- 
less. 

One-tenth of the men of Clarksville 
sleep nightly with an eye of expec- 
tancy open to possible danger to life 
and property or even to loved ones, 
for there is no regard for age, con- 
dition or sex. To-morrow another 
relief takes its place, and so for a 
year and more has this unsettled 
condition troubled and well nigh de- 
stroyed that once happy community. 

The officials fail in their duties, 
the juries hesitate in theirs, and law 
is only on the statute books and not 
operative. 

There is no republic, ao far as . 
Clarksville can enjoy. Anarchy rules, ' 
the power of might in the night is 
dictator, and the situation absolute- 
ly deplorable. Is there to be no end 
by the law's demand and enforce- 
ment? Is there not one official in 
Montgomery county ready to reach 
out and save that fair county from 
destruction? It is not too late. If 
negotiations between factions fail, 
the State should step in where the 
county will not, and it is taken by 
somebody. 

This is not politics— it is people, 
life, liberty, peace and contentment 
that the laws of the land, both State 
and National, guarantees to every 
man who may take refuge in Ameri- 
ca. How much more, then, should 
the law's strong arm be put out to 
.protect those who themselves have 
I bled for their country and whose 
fathers and forefathers first settled 
the country.— Nashville American.
